Business at the Palm Springs 
post office in 1942 sm ashed all 
records both as to volum e and to 
revenue. Postm aster R. M. Gor­ 
ham said Wednesday. 
Revenue in 1942 totalled $61,­ 
102.16 and in 1941, the total busi­ 
ness am ount to $57,932.85. 
Postm aster Gorham pointed out 
that the figures did not truly re­ 
veal the great expansion in busi­ 
ness. He said that the first quar­ 
ter of 1942, as is alw ays the case 
im mediately after the outbreak 
of war, showed a drastic slump 
under the same quarter in 1941, 
being almost $4,000 less. 


STRONG FINISH 


This means, he said, th at the 
last three quarters in 1942 not 
only made up this $4,000 deficit 
but added $3,500 more. Had the 
first quarter in 1942 m aintained 
the pace, the year's gain would 
have been e.lmost $8,000. 
The

the increase has been steady since 
then. 
The revenue figures, however, 
do not begin to show the great 
increase In business at the post 
office, he pointed out.

Lbs. of Scrap 


More than 360 m illion pounds 
of scrap m etal have been collect­ 
ed by Southern Pacific company 
during the past year in th e rail­ 
road’s cam paign to aid the n a­ 
tional scrap drive, it w as m ade 
known today. 
If loaded in freight cars at the 
rate of 100,000 pounds per car, 
this m aterial w ould have filled 
36 trains of 100 cars each, or 
three such trains per m onth, it 
was pointed out by A. S. McKel- 
ligon, general storekeeper, who 
is in charge of the com pany's 
scrap program . 
Not included in the figures, 
McKelligon added, are m ore than 
50 m illion pounds of second hand 
rail, nor m illions of pounds of 
tie plates, angle 
bars, 
spikes, 
bolts and other m aterials w hich 
were reclaim ed for re-use. 
“A lthough 
scrap-saving 
has 
been a practice of long standing 
on Southern Pacific lines, the 
company has intensified its pro­ 
gram since last D ecem ber,” Mc­ 
Kelligon said, "and new practices 
are constantly being adopted to 
further 
increase 
the 
railroad 
scrap pile. 
“For 
exam ple, 
m otor 
car 
tracks at section tool houses have 
been replaced w ith w ooden rails; 
all rail used as supports of any 
nature has been replaced; m etal 
thresholds, cast iron posts and, 
when practicable, m etal fencing 
around stations have been re ­ 
moved.

Club Women With Musical Program

Frequently we realize that we have been "carrying coals to 
Newcastle" when we discover that we have within our own en­ 
virons, people as talented and entertaining as those that are im­ 
ported from the outside. 
This was evidenced on Monday afternoon when Sam Hinton 
and his talented and charming wife, Leslie Hinton, were heard in 
an annotative recital of American Folk Songs by members of the 
Palm Springs Woman's Club and their guests. 


Besides being curator of the 
Palm Springs Museum, Mr. Hin­ 
ton, in collaboration with Mrs. 
Hinton, proved his versatility as 
an actor, musician and singer, as 
he sang in a pleasing manner, 
playing his own accompaniments 
on the guitar with Mrs. Hinton 
supplying the violin obligato. 


DESCRIBES ORIGIN 


As a prelude 
to 
these 
folk 
songs. Mr. Hinton prepared his 
listeners by expounding the ori­ 
gin of these traditional but inter­ 
pretative songs which have been 
passed on verbally for 
genera­ 
tions — hence their many varia­ 
tions. 
"There is a democracy about 
folk music that makes it adapta­ 
ble from the cotton worker to the 
man on the docks and in far 
places,” said Mr. Hinton. "These 
songs spring from many sources 
—the cowboy crooning to the 
cattle to quiet them when they 
are restless; the spontaneous fu­ 
neral chants of the Negro, which 
are almost identical with those 
of the African; the blue lament 
of a tired worker in the cotton 
fields; the heyday spirit 
of 
a 
backwood’s party or the spright­ 
ly little songs typical of the light­ 
hearted mountaineer.” 
GROUPS SONGS 
He has grouped his interpre­ 
tations of the folk songs, with 
the help of Mrs. Hinton, classify­ 
ing them as—lyric songs—reflect­ 
ing the mood of the singer; blue 
songs, which are as a cry in the 
night and a contrast to spirituals: 
ballads — songs that have a story 
to tell, often prompted by histor­ 
ical events: love songs — usually 
deriving their source from disap­ 
pointed love: death songs, which 
are usually spontaneous chants; 
and the religious type of song — 
reflecting the emotional impres­ 
sions of the singer. 
Their reportoire included songs 
ranging from Negro spirtuals of 
the deep South — the frontier 
music of cowboy songs — ballads 


of 
Tennessee 
and 
Kentucky 
mountaineers 
— 
through 
the 
backwoods of New England and 
the days of the Forty-niners, end­ 
ing with "The Story of the Cruci­ 
fixion" — a spiritual that is fre­ 
quently sung by Roland Hayes 
and Marian Anderson.

All Motorists 


Eligible for 
. 


Serviceable Tires 


If they comply with mileage 
rationing provisions, all motor­ 
ists, regardless of occupation, will 
be eligible for serviceable tires 
as quota quantities permit. 


This point was clarified in a 
bulletin just received at head­ 
quarters of the Riverside War 
Price and Rationing board from 
the 
Southern 
California 
OPA 
office. 
Here are the requirements for 
tire replacement applicants: 


The motorists must not use gas­ 
oline for forbidden driving. 
He must keep his tires, brakes 
and wheel alignment inspected 
regularly, and have a report to 
that effect duly signed periodical­ 
ly by an OPA tire inspector. 
He must not abuse his tires 
by running them into curbs, or 
driving over rough roads at im­ 
proper speeds. 


SPEED REGULATED 


He 
must 
not 
drive over 35 
miles an hour. 
The tires on his machine must 
be driven as far as possible be­ 
fore applying to 
his 
rationing 
board for replacements. 
In case of tires that have never 
been recapped the motorist must 
not use them beyond a point that 
would preclude such treatment. 
“If everyone obeys the law, we 
will be able to supply them with 


stated. 
These may be either new cas­ 
ings, retreads or those manufac­ 
tured 
from 
reclaimed 
rubber, 
known as No. 3’s. Purchasers of 
used cars, it was stated, must 
first get the maximum mileage 
from the tires with which the 
machine is equipped before ap­ 
plying for replacement. 
New tires will 
be 
available 
only to those listed in the priori­ 
ty brackets, such as doctors, law 
enforcement agencies and ambul­ 
ances. 
However, recaps and No. 3’s, 
determined by capable inspection 
as being serviceable, will be ra­ 
tioned to 
applicants in keeping 
with supplies available to each 
local rationing board.

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Play Fair With Your Board 
MANY people are thoughtless, some are care­ 
less and a few selfish. Members of the local ration­ 
ing board ,who are working hard for long hours at 
a stretch, with no compensation or thought of 
compensation, are doing so out of patriotic motives. 
Their only reward is the good feeling of doing 
something for their fellow citizens and the nation 
during the emergency. 
Therefore, in dealings with them, citizens 
should keep this in mind. Undue or inconsiderate 
demands should be eliminated. This was brought 
to notice this week by the increasing number of 
people who are making it a practice of either call­ 
ing in person or telephoning members of the board 
after hours, at their homes. Most of these calls 
have to do with matters which can only be trans­ 
acted at the board office, anyway. 
Some of these calls have been made late at 
night, others early in the morning. With books and 
supplies locked up except during the hours the 
office is open, these calls have been futile and have 
only robbed board members of personal time of 
which they now have too little, as it is. 
The rationing board is like a bank or a utility 
company. Few people would endeavor to do their 
banking with members of the bank staff alter 
hours when books and cash are locked up in vaults. 
Few would be so optimistic as to expect to transact 
business with an employee of a utility company at 
that employee’s home. So it is with the rationing 
board. 
Be fair with these citizens. They are your 
friends. They are doing only what you might be 
called upon to do to perfcrrm a public service. Make 
their load as light as you can. It is not impossible 
that if the pressure becomes too heavy, some of 
these good folks might give up in despair, though 
that might well be against their wishes. 
Probably in no city in southern California has 
a board given so completely and unselfishly of its 
time, loyalty and abilities. 
Obviously, if they willingly do this, the rest of 
us can so arrange our time that we can transact 
our business during regular hours. They are giving 
up their personal time eight hours a day, six days 
a week. Surely you can find some time in that 
period to do your necessary business with them.

Rationing For Victory 


It is a curious commentary on human thought­ 
lessness that the same good American who will 
gladly do his bit for victory by buying War Bonds 
with every dollar he can spare 
will sometimes 
short-change his country when he visits the corner 
grocer by buying beyond his needs and hoarding 
supplies which are just as vital to winning the war 
as planes or bullets. Hoarders aren’t necessarily 
slackers, nor are they consciously selfish. For the 
most part, they are simply trying to provide well 
for their own families — and have failed to recog­ 
nize that when they over-stock their own 
cup­ 
boards they are failing in their responsibility to the 
American family as a whole. But hoarding, none­ 
theless. already has played havoc with our national 
supply of foodstuffs and has become a serious hin­ 
drance to the war effort. We can t afford to per­ 
mit it to continue; we can’t afford any longer to 
be heedless of our national security; we can’t af­ 
ford to rob our boys overseas of the supplies they 
desperately need, nor can we afford to fail our 
Allies, who have made heroic sacrifices in the fight 
against our common enemies. 
Between now and early February, 
when 
“point” rationing of more than 200 items of canned, 
frozen and dried vegetables and fruits begins, it is 
to be hoped that the people of this community, of 
California and the country at large will patriotical­ 
ly refrain from hoarding—and that they will accept 
the rationing program as a war-time necessity and 
as one of the weapons which will win a speedier 
victory. 


Ten Million Strong 


America’s military might, by the end of 1943, 
will reach the staggering total of Ten Million Men 
under arms, according to officials of the Selective 
Service in Washington. 
A strength in ranks of 
7,500,000 for the Army, 1,500,000 for the Navy, 400,­ 
000 for the Marines and 300,000 for the 
Coast 
Guard, is planned, or a total of 9,700,000 men be­ 
low officer rank. 
That will be America’s answer to the depraved 


dictators who had told their people that America 
was a decadent nation, wholly incapable of m arsh­ 
aling a formidable military force to oppose their 
wanton acts of agression. It is an answer that has 
already struck terror into Hitler’s heart, for the 
American North African offensive has given him a 
foretaste of w hat is to come. It is an answer which 
has already registered in Tokio too, for Japan’s 
war minister has recently warned the Japanese 
people that “the real war is just starting” and that 
“unimaginable privations and difficulties” must be 
expected. 
But when we send ten million men to war, 
we, the American people, must be prepared for 
great privations and sacrifices, too. On that score 
we cannot afford to delude ourselves. Some of our 
congressional leaders have openly questioned the 
practicability of raising such a huge army, .arguing 
that it will strip the home front of the men needed 
to produce food and munitions. But what we must 
do, we will do. If it takes ten million American men 
to protect American liberty, then we will send ten 
million. 
Hitler and Hirohito can rest assured of 
that. 
In the meantime, here at home we had all 
better tighten our belts and dig in a little harder at 
the jobs assigned us. 
This is the year when we 
must expect to pay in every way—pay plenty, and 
pay it ungrudgingly — to defend our liberty and 
bring peace again to our country. 


Rickenbacker’s Prayer-Heeling 


Since their return to the United States, fol­ 
lowing their miraculous rescue from the South Pa­ 
cific, Captain Eddie Rickenbacker and the mem­ 
bers of his crew have thrilled the nation with the 
story of their 21-day flight against death in a rub­ 
ber life raft on uncharted seas. It is a story which 
has helped Americans on the home front to have 
a better understanding of what the fighting men 
of America are risking and enduring, of their great 
courage and fortitude—and of the faith which sup­ 
ports them, even when they are half-mad from 
thirst and starvation. It is a story which proves 
that brave men, when they have exhausted their 
own resources—when human strength and human 
ingenuity have failed to save them—still have the 
faith of their forefathers to cling to and are un­ 
ashamed to pray for deliverance. 
“Frankly and humbly,’ said Eddie Rickenback- 
er, “I prayed to God for deliverance.” And the pic­ 
ture which Eddie Rickenbacker drew of his hollow­ 
eyed crew, half dead from thirst and slow starva­ 
tion, holding a prayer-meeting in a bobbing life 
raft on the seas of the South Pacific is one which 
may go down in the pages of American history to 
take its place beside that of George Washington 
praying at Valley Forge. When they had offered 
up their prayers, said Eddie, a seagull swooped out 
of nowhere and landed unflinchingly on his head— 
a bird that gave the starving men the first food, 
they had had in a week, that provided bait for fish­ 
ing, and that saved them from death. And yet the 
cynic and the materialist will still insist that the 
age of miracles has passed. For the cynic, perhaps 
it. has—but not for the men who fly the planes and 
sail the ships and who fight in America’s Battle of 
Armageddon. Those men who perform miracles 
still believe in them!

For Conspiracy to Undermine Morale 


Associated Press reports, Tuesday, told of the indictm ent of 
David J. B axter of San Bernardino and thirty-tw o other persons 
along with the New York Evening Enquirer for conspiring to im ­ 
pair morale and prom ote insubordination and m utiny in the arm ed 
forces. 


Baxter, a form er Tw entynm e 
Palm s 
publisher 
was 
often 
a 
Palm Springs visitor and 
was 
know n by m any here. 
He and 27 of the defendants 
had been previously indicted on 
the same charge, violation of the 
w artim e sedition act. The new in­ 
dictm ent was returned at th e re ­ 
quest of the justice departm ent, 
according to Associated Press re­ 
ports. Besides the E nquirer and 
the 33 persons a num ber of o r­ 
ganizations w ere nam ed and quo­ 
tations from th eir literature cited. 
The previous indictm ent covered 
the period from June 1940 to July 
1942, w hile the new indictm ent 
charged conspiracy beginning in 
1933 and continuing to this date. 
The indictm ent charged th a t the 
conspiracy 
took 
place 
in 
17 
A m erican cities and two G erm an 
cities. 
B axter adm itted during pre­ 
vious questioning in W ashington 
th at he was head and organizer 
of the Social Republic Society of 
America. H e participated in a 
m eeting in San B ernardino brok­ 
en up by a labor group, w hich 
called those attending the m eet­ 
ing “Com m unists”. L ater h e es­ 
tablished a new spaper at Tw enty- 
nine Palm s and entered Demo­ 
cratic politics there splitting the 
party ranks and causing talk of 
violence. 
In 1940 h e introduced to ac­ 
quaintances in San B ernardino a 
G erm an prince, K urt 
von 
der 
Lippe, whom the F. B. I., tried 
to catch a few w eeks later for 
not registering as a Nazi agent. 
He escaped, how ever. 
B axter has m aintained he is 
neither a traito r nor a spy, but 
is opposed “to new deal efforts 
to kick our people into other 
people’s endless w ars,” and w hat 
he term s “nearly a m onarchy” 
in W ashington.

Until March 15 


Seventeen-year-old boys who 
can meet all necessary physical 
and academic requirements and 
who are already enrolled in a 
college or who, as high school 
students, are accepted for enroll­ 
ment at an accredited college, 
university, or junior college, may 
still enlist in the Navy under the 
V-I plan, according to an official 
announcement received 
in 
the 
high school 
office 
Wednesday 
from the Eleventh District U. S. 
Naval Reserve Headquarters in 
Los Angeles. 
It is the plan of the Navy to 
permit those enlisted 
in 
this 
classification 
to 
continue 
in 
school on inactive duty with a 
view to eventual registration in 
an officers’ training school. Such 
enlistments will be continued un­ 
til March 15, according to pres­ 
ent plans. 
Junior colleges and universities 
are now giving letters of accept­ 
ance for enrollment to seniors of 
high schools in 
good 
standing 
who are interested in joining the 
Navy through the V-I program. 
A new plan which will permit 
boys between 17 and 20 to join 
the Navy and 
attend 
schools 
maintained by the government 
will be announced soon, it was 
intimated in the Navy bulletin. 
Under this plan eligible young 
men would be sent to school in 
uniform. They would be on ac­ 
tive duty 
while 
receiving 
in­ 
struction .and would receive the 
pay of yeomen.

WHAT IS INCOME TAX? 


Palm Springs police force set a new record for activity in 
December, according to a report filed w ith city council by Police 
Chief Lyle J. Sanard. 
D uring the month. 63 arrests were registered, all for m isde­ 
m eanor cases. 
Intoxication cases topped th e $ _ 
list w ith 44 being jailed on th at 
charge.

The C hiefs report show ed th at 
six w ere arrested on vagrancy 
charges, four for driving w hile 
intoxicated, three for disturbing 
the peace, two w ere arrested for 
federal officials and two for vio­ 
lating the rooming house ordi­ 
nance. 
One juvenile arrest, the first in 
some weeks, was recorded. 
D uring the m onth there was 
one autom obile accident in which 
two persons w ere injured suf­ 
ficiently to require m edical a t­ 
tention and one attem pted sui­ 
cide w as investigated. 
DOGS W ELL BEHAVED 
Only one dog sank his teeth 
into a person during th e month 
and one missing juvenile was lo­ 
cated by the departm ent. 
Seven women w ere included in 
the list of intoxication cases.

tax. Thus, of the estim ated 55 
m illion persons in this country 
who received incom e in one form 
or another during the calendar 
year 1941, only some 26 million 
persons w ere required to

Federal income tax returns for 
that year, w hile of these same 
26 million, m ore than 9 million 
were not taxable due to credits 
and deductions allowable. 
As a result of the lowering 
of exem ptions, m any m ore p er­ 
sons are now subject to the F ed ­ 
eral income tax than before, and 
for th e calendar year 1942 it is 
estim ated that m ore than 35 m il­ 
lion persons w ill file Federal in­ 
come tax returns. To the large 
num ber of persons now subject 
to the Federal income tax, who 
have never reported income be­ 
fore for Federal tax purposes, an 
understanding of the law and ap ­ 
plicable regulations is of prime 
im portance. 
An income tax retu rn is a dec­ 
laration on the p art of the ta x ­ 
payer of his total taxable income 
for the year, together w ith the 
various deductions, 
exemptions, 
and credits to which he is en­ 
titled. It is in reliance upon vol­ 
untary disclosure, and the integ­ 
rity of taxpayers generally, th at 
the cost of adm inistration of the 
income tax can be kept at a m ini­ 
mum. Though the return is a vol­ 
untary 
statem ent, 
any 
person 
who w illfully m akes 
a 
return 
which he does not believe to be 
true and correct in every m ater­ 
ial m atter is subject to th e penal­ 
ties provided by law.
